July 1, 2010:  Application form forwarded to entrepreneurial centers and posted online.  
 
July 30, 2010:  Deadline for submission of proposals to be considered during the summer 2010 round of applications. 
 
August, 2010: Screening committee reviews proposals and makes recommendations to the Commissioner of Commerce.  
The Commissioner of Commerce will act on the recommendations. 
 
 
Round 3 
October 1, 2010:  Application form forwarded to entrepreneurial centers and posted online.  
 
October 31, 2010:  Deadline for submission of proposals to be considered during the fall 2010 round of applications. 
 
November, 2010: Screening committee reviews proposals and makes recommendations to the Commissioner of Commerce.  
The Commissioner of Commerce will act on the recommendations.
